MANAGEMENT TECHNIQUES SEMINARS. SCHEDULED 
FOR DEAF EXECUTIVES 


Recognizing that leadership training 
opportunities, which are widely avail- 
able for hearing executives and pro- 
fessionals, do not exist for deaf 
persons in similar management positions, 
the PRWAD has contracted with our Public 


Service Programs to conduct two Seminars 
on Management Techniques for deaf leaders 
this spring. 

The first seminar will be held April 
6-8 at the Skyland Lodge, Skyline Drive, 
Virginia. Two outstanding management 
trainers, Dr. Francis M. Trusty, professor 
and chairman of the Department of Educa- 
tional Adminstration, College of Education, 
University of Tennessee, and Robert Mehan 
from our Counseling and Placement Center, 
will conduct the first seminar for 18 
deaf leaders from the Middle Atlantic area. 

The seminar sessions will be spent in 
discussing and analyzing problems facing 
deaf executives today; in training in 
human dynamics; in probing problem areas 
peculiar to deaf executives; in learning 
techniques of personnel management; and 
in reviewing personal and professional 
development programs. 

The second of these two conferences will 
be held in Columbia, Missouri, in June.
